; Means Increased Immigration 
if : 

The coathuued development, progress and prosperity of Canada is depend- 
ent upon a continuing inerease in population, and having now entered upon 
the second quarter of “Canada's Century’’it is of prime importance to them- 
selves and thelr country that all Canadians take a-i nd active interest dn 
promoting this, the Dominton’s first and greatest asset. 

It has, however, become increasingly eyident during the past few years 
that the problem that confronts Capada in the fleld of immigration is not 50% 
much immigration itself as colonization. If the Federal Government and 
VPariiament saw fit to take down ail the bars to immigration there is hardly any 
question but that very large numbers of people from European countries would 
comé to Canada, But it is oper to serious question whether an unrestricted 
inflow of people gvould be in the best interests of the Dominton, or of these 
incoming people themselves, 

Neither Government and Parliament, nor Canadians in general, are of the 
opinion that such an unrestricted influx of people would be desirable. The 
opinion still prevails, and wisely so, that there» must be selection of immi- 
#rants, although it is now recognized that there can well be, and ought to be, | 
some relaxation of the restrictions imposed during those years immedlately 
following the war. 

While, therefore, immigration regulations will undoubtedly be modified, 
md efforts put forth to secure a larger number of people in this and succeed 
ing years, the main effort of the Dominion Government, transportation com- 
panies, and all bodies primarily interested in the settlement of our Vacant 
areas, will be in the direction of successful and therefore permanent gettle- 
ment; in a word, the promotion of colonization rather than the mere encour- 
agement of the immigration of people to Canada. ; 

Past experience cstablishes the wisdom and necessity of such a policy. 
Carrying it into effect, however, cannot be left solely to Government. It will 
cyl for the active interest and participatlon of the whole people of Canada, 
“und may well constitute one of the major activities of all organizations such 

Joards of Trade, Canadian Clubs, the various service clubs, farmers’ organ- 
izations, churches, Community Clubs, and all kindred organizations. 

Successful colonization means the placing of new settlers iw districis 
where their labors will be crowned with suecess, where their surroundings

“ cial and otherwise, of prominent people throughout Canada, in Switzerland and 
the United States It is engaged in getting in touch with all Swiss now resi- 
dent in Canada and ascertaining the measure of thelr success here, the prob- 
lems which confronted them and how they were overcome, the problems and 
diffieultie till to be overcome. The Society aims to help them, but at the

permanently beneficial colonization effect. In its peace-time work the 
Canadian Red Cro. Society alms at the improvement of health, the preven- 
uon of disease, and the mitigation of suffering In its efforts in these diree- 
tions it has taken particular notice of the need of nursing care for expeotant 
mothers and ehildren, and sick and accident cases among the new seftlers in 
remote and pioneer distriets where doctors are few inmumber and far distant 
rom the settlers’ homes, and where as yet the population is too small to war- 
rant t establishment of hespital Insucli districts the Red Cross ig estab- 
lishing Nursing Outposts with fully qualified nurses in charge Over thirty 
such Out lave now been established by Red Cross in Alberta, Sas 
ate van, Manitoba and Northern Ontario. Others are being opened as 
rapidly as tt funds of the Red Cross will permit, and only recently an Eng 
lish nursing assoclatton donated funds for the equipment of two additional

Veteran Mariner Aime to Establish 

_ Modern Villages On B.C, Coast 

Establishment of model fishing vil- 
tages on the wost coast of Vancouver 
Island peopled by men and women of 
hardy English and Scottish stock is 
the ambition of Captain I. M. Vince, 
veteran mariner, fisheries operator, 
and personal friend of Premier Stan- 
ley Baldwin. 

Captain Vince has spent several 
months at Port Alberni making ar- 
rangements for the development of 
the fisheries industry along lines that 
‘hitherte haye not been attempted. He 
declares that past efforts to induce the 
{mmigration of fisherfolk to this coast 
have beén fallures, but he belfeveb 
that the lack. of foresight and the 
practical clement are responsible for 
this situation. We ts confident that 
{f the proper methods are used ft will 
be easy. to bring hundreds of expert 
enced fishermen here to engage in the 
herring and other branches of fishing. 

“In a few years the inside waters 
will be almost depleted of fish if the 
present rate ‘of consumption contin- 
ues,” sald Captain Vinco. “There are 
schools of herring seven miles long 
off the Vancouver Island coast, and at 
prosent they are not being molested 
because there {a no demand. With 
other fisheries approaching exhaustion 
there will soon be a demand, however, 
and this. deep water fishing is some- 
thing that appeals to white men, not 
Orientals. For that reason I beileve 


that efforts to interest Old Country) 


fishermen in such a programme as I 
am working on seems to me to be en- 
Urely practical.”

le a Good Food and a Valuable Energy 
Producer 

Although honey has long been used 
as a food, little is gencrally known of 
{ts constituents or of the many varied 
uses to which it may bo put. 

It may be ternfed a sweet, viscid 
fluld, the product of the nectar of 
flowers modified by the honey bes. 
There are various kinds .of honey 
and the sources from which they 
come aro distinguishable, in many 
cases, by color, flavor or aroma. Some 
of ite moat common sources aro the 
clovers, buckwheat, dandelion, astet 
and goldcnrod. oS 

Of the two forms marketed, comb 
honey and extracted honey, tho lattory 
tho liquid honey, is the more generally 
produced, Though liquid at tho time 
of oxtracting, it is not long before 
movement and change of temperature 
cause honey to become solidly granu- 
lated. One frequently hears granu- 
lated honey condemned as adulterated, 
but this fs entirely a mistake. It is 
jin no way inferlor to the Mquid form 
and many prefer it granulated. It 
|may be brought quickly back to the 
liquid form by immersing the contain- 
;er in hot water. If this fs done care 
{must be taken not to heat tho honey 
jabove 150 degrees, Fahr., or loss in 
flavor will occur. 

Honey is & concentrated solution of 
| several sugars in water, besides which 
|there is a small percentage of other 
| food elements. These latter clements 
give its aroma and flavor. The 
|sugars in this solution are cane sugar 
{and invert sugar—the latter a mixture 
‘of grape and fruit sugar—and the 
ratio to water {s approximately five to 
} one, »

’ Shows Decrease 


Statletice Show Birth Rate to be De- 
clining in Past Four Yeare 

In the last four years, the birth rate 
in Canada (not including Quebec) has 
dropped from 266 per thousand or 
population to 22.1 per thousand. A 
return to the bureau of statistics, to 
which vital statistics for Quebeo prov- 
ince were not avaliable, shows that 
the decline in the natural increase of 
population has been steady since 
1921, if figures for the month of June, 
1926, can be taken as an indication. 
June last is the most recent month 
for which figures are available. 

Statistics by districts are available 
only for eltles of 30,000 or over. Of 
thirteen cities thus tabulated, only 
two had an increase in births in June 
last year compared with June, 1921. 
These two were St. John, N.B., and 
Windsor, Ont., each having a slight tn- 
crease. Toronto had a decrease of 
200 births in the four-year span, Win- 
nipeg a decrease of 163 and Regina 
was 41 less. Of the thirteen cities 
mentioned, Victorla, B.C., had the low- 
est number of births in June, 1925, 
with 572. This was 16 births less 
than in Juno, 1921. Toronto was the 
highest with 960. None of the cities 
of Quebec province are included In tho 
tabulation.

Sixteen.Mile Road Operated First 
Train July 21, 1836
